Vankoughnet reitérates statement 


Bill Vankoughnet, MP. 
for Hastings-Frontenac- 
Lennox and Addington rei- 
terated what he had. said 
previously in his speech in

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‘DELAYED’ GET AID 
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Last week I received a 
phone call from Cathie 
Clark of the Kawartha 
Haliburton and Pine Ridge 
Health Unit. She was 
looking for publicity for the 
work she does for the 
infants of Northumberland 
County and the work her 
colleagues do in the other 
counties covered = by 
Midweek. 

I agreed to travel to 
Cobourg to meet with her 
because I wasn't quite sure 
just gvhat it was she did and 
being a curious person I try 
to never miss an op- 
portunity to learn about 
someone else's business. 

Cathie has a degree in 
applied science from the 
University of Guelph where 
she studied carly child 
development and what she 
learned there is going to be 
the answer to the prayers of 
hundreds of parents in the 
years to come. She works 
with the children that used 
to be the castoffs of our 
society: the mentally re- 
tarded, the premature or ill 
babies and the children of 
unprepared mothers or 
teenagers. She told me that 
many of the babies she sees 
would never be able to 
realize their full potential 
unless they receive special 
attention right from the 
start. So she is available 
through. the Ontario 
Ministry of Community and 
Social Services, which funds 
her program. 

Every day she hits the 
roads of Northumberland 
driving miles and miles to 
give special attention to the 
children she likes to des- 
cribe as  ‘‘delayed’’, 
meaning they have some 
problem that is impeding

their development. At the 
home of a child she sits 
down with the parents and 
talks to them about their 
child and suggests some 
exercises or games they 
can do to help the baby. 
Then she puts aside her 
pureaucratic robe and gets 
down on her knees and 
works with the child. 

Last Friday she took me 
with her on a house visit. 
The delayed child was 
three-month-old Adam who 
suffers from Down's Syn- 
drome, genétic form of 
mental retardation. Only a 
few years ago Adam would 
have been given up by now 
and sentenced to life in an 
institution but, fortunately, 
things have improved and 
researchers have found that 
much greater possibilities 
exist for the Adams than 
once was thought. 

Cathie told me that Adam 
needs to develop his motor 
skills: things like reaching, 
sitting and eye co 
ordination, To help him, his 
parents and grandparents, 
she has worked out a series 
of little exercise games: 
ringing a bell on different 
sides of his head, slowly 
swinging a colorful ring 
back and forth until he 
follows it with his eyes or 
bicycle riding while he lies 
on his back. All of which are 
designed to help him learn 
to use his body and keep 
developing like a normal 
child. 

As Cathie worked with 
Adam I was surprised and 
happy to see that there was 
no sign of the distant 
academic tone I'd heard 
earlier when she was 
explaining her job to me. 
She became a. surrogate 


mother cooing, quiet and 
soothing encouragement to 
the tiny baby. 

Although children like 
Adam are Cathie's first 
concern, she is also involved 
in trying to improve the 
development of all children 
and talks to prenatal classes 


and other groups of parents. 
Anywhere she can get an 
audience. Plus she is always 
available to parents who 
suspect they might have a 
“delayed child’’. She can 
often give reassuring advice 
over the phone. 

At Cathie's disposal is a 
lending library of toys and 
other materials which she 
can lend to the parents of 
her clients. ‘Sometimes 
people can afford to buy a 
special toy that their child 
may need for only a few 
weeks but that few weeks 
can be very important so we 
keep a library here’ she 
told me. 

The field of carly child 
hood development is one 
which takes years of study 
jjust to learn that you know 


very little, but every day we , 


have to be practicing 
practitioners raising 
children. Cathie’s know- 
ledge and experience could 
be of great help for all of us 
but a single feature story on 
Cathie really can’t come 
near presenting all that she 
does. So we have invited 
Cathie to write a series of 
articles on early childhood 
development for Midweek. 
We hope our readérs will 
enjoy them and find them

Newborn babiessurprisingly alert |

Babies are beipless, noisy 
little creatures that spend 
mos of their time sleeping 
and the rest of it making 
more work in their diapers 
for mom and dad. This is 
the initial impression most 
. people have of the newborn 


intant. We don’t think of 
babies as having any form 
of intelligence at such 4 
fragile and incompetent 
age. In an introductory 
psychology text in 1890 
William’ James said. that 
babies perceive the world as 
a ‘blooming, buzzing con 
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fusion’. Early psychoanaly- 
tic theory portrayed the 
infant's behaviour as being 
dominated by biological 
drives such as hunger, sleep 
and pain, only evolving into 
a thinking, learning person 
through experience. 
Modern researchers have 
confirmed that experience 
and the concept of readiness 
do indeed play an important 
role in the evolution of 
thinking and learning. How- 
ever, we can also appreciate 
the fact that babies are 
intelligent little people col- 


lecting tremendous 
amounts of information 
about their world even 


before they are born. Babies 
(called neonates in their 
first few months) can cry a 
lot, since that is their only

way to communicate, and 
sure there are a lot of messy 
diapers but after a couple of 
months the baby has al- 
ready learned to communi- 
cate both discomfort and 
contentment. 

The neonates senses are 
more developed than you 
may think. Research has 
shown that at two days after 
birth babies can distinguish 
between light and darkness 
and recognize different pat- 
he knows if he is 


terns - 
wearing his checkered 
sleepers or his yellow 


tshirt, though he probably 
hasn't much preference. By 
10 days the neonate can 
control his eyes well enough 
to follow a moving object 
such as a mobile over his 
crib. His focus is best at 7% 
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inches from his face for a 
few months during which 
time his vision will often 
be blurred. He is probably 
able to see in color from 
birth although this area has 
not been well researched. 

If you have ever dropped 
a pan around a new baby 
you will agree that his 
hearing is well developed. 
He can also ‘‘turn off"’ noise 
if he has something more 
important to do, such as 
sleeping. Try making a 
noise to one side* of your 
baby's head. Depending on 
his age he will turn his eyes, 
then later his head, in the 
direction of the sound to 
look for the source. 

Taste is probably the 
neonate’s most advanced 
sense. Neonates have been 
shown to be capable of 
discriminating between 
sweet and sour tastes. They 
enjoy »being touched and 
cuddied from the moment 
they are born. They react to 
being hot or cold and 
feelings of pain, though 
probably as a general sense 
of discomfort at first rather 
than the way we think of 
these feelings. 

From the time they meet 
the outside world, then, 
babies are impressively well 

equipped to begin learning. 


The neonate's senses of* 


smell and taste, hearing, 
vision and touch are 
established despite his ap- 
parent helplessness and 
fragility. The idea that he 
experiences. x mere 

“blooming, Dazzing con- 
fusion’’ is simply inaccurate 
in view of the neonate’s 
ability to perceive. Think 
how much that helpless, 
fragile creature learns in his 
first year: he starts out with 
only a cry to communicate 
every need and desire and 
by his first birthday has 
learned to.imitate sounds 
you make and put words 
together (in another 6 

months, at 1% years, he 
will have a vocabulary of 
8-50 words); at first he can 
just focus on your face, by a 
year he asks where you have 
gone; at birth he can grab 
your finger though he 
doesn't know how to. let go, 
by a year he can use his 
finger and thumb to pick up 
a tiny pellet and release it; 
at birth he can not hold up 
his own head and a year 
later he will walk with you 
holding his hand. All of this 
in one year! 

In the belief that babies 
are capable of learning, the 
District Health Unit serving 
Northumberland County 
and Victoria and Haliburton 
Counties operates an Infant 
Stimulation Program. 
Similar programs 4re 
operated in * adjoining 
counties. Infant develop- 
ment consultants are

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signs of a rural uprising are 
there for everyone to sec. 
Farmers are unhappy. 
Beef farmers have been in 
deep trouble for more than 
half a decade. They have 
steadfastly refused to orga- 
nize a marketing board 
preferring to remain 
staunch free enterprisers, 
One cannot help but admire 
their tenacity, but the 
writing is on the wall. 
Farm bankruptcies in 
Ontario alone increased by 
91 percent last year and this 
year doesn't seem to be 
much better. In other 
businesses, bankruptcies 
increased by only 18 per- 
cent. Foreclosures are also 
increasing and the federa- 
tion of agriculture estimates 
foreclosures are 10 times 
higher than bankruptcies. 
I have related two or 


three horror stories here , 


recently about farmers be- 
ing, unable to get enough 
money to put in their crops 
this year. Some younger 
farmers are paying huge 
interest debts. Even the 
usually non-farm oriented 
Globe and Mail carried a 
story recently about Brian 
Ireland from Teeswater, a 
hard-working, respected 
farmer, who is paying 
$1,000 a. week in interest 
charges; of Don Morrison of 
Lucknow who paid $30,000 
last year in debt charges; of 
Glen Smith, a 24-year-old 
farmer from Troy who can't 
sell out because the bank 
beat him to it by demanding 
$170,000 in 24 hours. 

When he couldn't pay, 
trucks were sent to take 
away his hogs and leave his 
land frozen so that he can’t 
even put in a crop. 

Is it any wonder so many 
are selling out to foreign 
buyers who are willing to 
pay top dollar for Canadian 


farm land? Is it any wonder 
that donglomerates such as 
K.C. Irving with all kinds of 
backing can contemplate 
buying 9,000 acres of land? 

There are plenty of 
reasons why farmers are 
crying the blues, When you 
are forced to pay $750 for 
replacement cattle, feed 
them all winter and then sell 
them for $735, you are 
going to get very angry 
indeed. 

That's why it is easy to 
redict that the lid is going to 
blow in rural Canada. 
Farmers are angry and 
bewildered and who can 
blame them? °

the soil from the ditch at the 
other end of the garden 
plot. 

After you have made a 
trench the length of the 
garden, start a 15 cm (6 in.) 
strip beside it. Using a 
spade, cut’ squares of soil 
and turn them over into the 
trench. Continue the pro- 
cess until you reach the far 
end of the garden. Fill in the 
last strip with soil from the 
first row. 

This system ensures that 
weeds are turned under 
completely, and that your 
soil is cultivated evenly. 
Organic material such as 
compost, manure, hay. 
straw, peat moss or leaves, 
or commercial fertilizer, can 
be incorporated into the soil 
at the sarie time. 

‘An easy way to make 
sure that you incorporate an 
even amount of organic 
material is to spread it 
evenly -over the garden 
surface before you begin the 
spading process,’’ suggests 
Mr. Fleming. 

Commercial fertilizers 
can also be added using the 
same method. A good 
general fertilizer recom- 


mendation is 0.5 to 1 kg of. 


5-10-15 fertilizer per 10 m 
sq. (1% to 2 Ib per 100 ft 
$q.). 

Once you have completed 
spading, you can prepare a 
seedbed for your -crops 
using a rake or small 
cultivator.

EROSION CONTROL 
Many farmers tend to 
regard soil erosion as 4 
problem their neighbor may 
have — but of little concern 
to their own farming opera- 
tion. Others regard soil 
erosion as a continuous, 
ongoing process over which 
they have little control. 
While it is true that soil 
erosion is a natural ongoing 
process, slowing down this 
process is desirable and 
certainly possible with good 
soil conservation practices. 

Farmers who think they 
do not have an erosion 
problem would do well to 
think back a few weeks ago 
to one of our heavy flash 
downpours which did severe 
damage in certain areas. In 
fields that had been worked, 
wheel-track erosion was 
common on relatively gentle 
slopes, while on the longer, 
steeper slopes cuts of two to 
three feet deep and deposits 
of six inches or more of top 
soil at the end of a 40-rod 
field were evident. 

In many cases our imme- 
diate concern is the effect 
these gullies and cuts will 
have on field equipment, 
while our real concern 
should be the long-term 
effect such action will have 
on potential yields. 

One group ‘that is con- 
cerned over the effect of 
erosion is the Ontario Soil 
and Crop Improvement As- 
sociation. Last fall that 
group sponsored a ‘Save 
Our Soil’’ Conference, 
drawing together conserva- 
tion-minded individuals 
from research, industry and 
the farm community to 
discuss ways and means of 
reducing erosion. Many of 
the solutions and sugges- 
tions are common sense and 
include maintaining a good 
soil structure, protecting 


the surface with crop cover 
and residue, and finally, 
using special erosion control 
practices where necessary. 

Not all erosion control 
practices will fit into each 
farm management system. 
Each farmer should study 
his own situation and 
choose a system that is 
practical, effective, and 
economical in his circum- 
stances. Producers who 
have to go to some of the 
special erosion control prac- 
tices may find the Ontario 
Farm Productivity Incentive 
program grant for erosion 
control to be of some 
assistance. 

Eligible items under this 
program include gassed 
waterways, drop-inlet spill- 
ways, catch basins, tile 
outlet protection, reclama- 
tion of gullies and seeding 
or sodding of banks of water 
courses. Funds are avail- 
able under the program up 
to a maximum of $1,500 per 
farmer providing the maxi- 
mum grant has not already 
been used for manure - 
storage facilities. While this 
program may serve to focus 
attention on the severity of 
erosion much could be done 
simply by good soil man- 
agement, including rotating 
crops, strip cropping, plow- 
ing and working the land in 
the spring where possible, 
etc. The responsibility for 
an effective erosion control 
program rests with the 
farmer.

machinery related; 40 per- 
cent or twenty of these were 
accounted for through. trac- 
tor rollovers, another five 
through other types of 
tractor accidents, and six 
through other machinery 
related accidents. This indi~ 
cates that by far the biggest 
culprit, when it comes to 
fatalities in our modern 
farming operation, is the 
farm tractor.

An independent study 

involving more than 1,000 
farm properties in Ontario 
indicates that Ontario Hy- 
dro's transmission lines 
have variable effects on the 
market value of agricultural 
lands. 
. The 18-month study, re- 
cently completed by the 
consulting firm of Woods 
Gordon and Company, was 
commissioned by Ontario 
Hydto7 with the knowledge 
of the Ontario Federation of 
Agriculture. 

The study involved a 


detailed statistical analysis 
of 1,000 farm properties to 
determine factors affecting 
property value and the 
likelihood of results occurr- 
ing by chance. 

As well, detailed farm 
property appraisals were 
made on some 30 properties 
affected by transmission 
lines together with 125 
similar properties not af- 
fected by a line. 


The study examined six 
high-voltage lines: one 
500,000-volt line built ten 
years ago; and five 230,000- 
volt line segments built 
between 1941 and 1974 and 
located in various agricul- 
tural areas of Southern 
Ontario. The Woods Gordon 
study did not address the 
immediate impact that 
transmission line construc: 


tion may have on agricul~’ 


tural land values or use. 

Wide variations were 
found in the effect of 
electric transmission lines 
on specific rural property 
values. The finding clearly 
indicates the need to conti- 
nue to appraise individual 
properties and confirms 
present Ontario Hydro poli- 
cy in this area. 


Analysis showed factors 
such as date of | sale, 
proximity to towns, villages 
and highways, soil quality, 


property size and the extent - 


of farm improvement play a 
more important role in 
explaining the differences 
in selling values than do 
transmission lines alone. 


The study also* showed 
that transmission lines are 
more likely to lower the 
selling price of properties in 
areas where rural estate 
development or land specu- 
jation is occurring. Trans-

devoted strictly to agricul- 
ture. 


Results were inconsistent 
for the 500,000-volt line. 
While the statistical model 
predicted property values 
could appreciate in value, 
the appraisal analysis 
found, on the contrary, that 
values depreciated by 12 
percent to 28 percent with 
an average of 20 percent. 
One appraisal did indicate a 
12 percent appreciation.

Gordon findings contrast

Socio-Economic Impacts of 
Electric Transmission Corrfi- 
dors'’ prepared in 1977 by 
the University of Waterloo

This study concluded that 
values of all properties 
affected by a transmission 
line were reduced, with the 
largest effect on small 
properties and a decreasing 
effect for larger properties. 
Ontario Hydro, with the 
knowledge of the ‘OFA, 
questioned the _ technical 
support in the University of 
Waterloo study and in 1979, 
decided to obtain a more 
extensive and complete 
assessment of the economic 
impact of transmission lines 
on farm property values.

Cattlemen can make an 
extra §25 per head this 
summer by spending $1.50 
per head to implant cattle 
this spring. 

‘‘Growth-promoting car 
implants offer a number of 
economic benefits to pro- 
ducers, especially during 
the present price squeeze,” 
says John Forsyth, Ontario 
Ministry of Agriculture and 
Food beef cattle specialist. 
“These implants increase 
the animals’ rate of gain by 
about 10 per cent, increase 
feed efficiency, and reduce 
feed costs." 

The increas€éd feed ef- 
ficiency is difficult to aSsess 
in pasture situations. How- 
ever, tests show that im- 
planted cattle can gain 11.2 
to 15.7 kg (25 to 35 Ib) more 
on pasture during the 
summer than non- 
implanted cattle. 

Two implants are licensed 
for use in Canada - Ralgro 
and Synovex. Ralgro can be 
used on suckling, growing 
and finishing cattle. This 
product stimulates the 
development of the animal's 
natural growth hormones. 

Synovex is available as 
Synovex-S*for steers 270 to 
455 kg (600 to 1000 Ib), and 
Synovex-H for heifers 
weighing 180 to 356 kg (400 
to 800 Ib). These implant 
products are not recom- 
mended for use on bulls or 
female breeding stock. 

‘‘Implanting is a 
relatively easy procedure 
provided the producer has 
the right type of handling 
equipment, says Mr. 
Forsyth. ‘“‘A headgate 
equipped with a nose bar is 
recommended."’ 

With practice, a producer 
can implant 30 to 40 head 
per hour with only one 
helper. Implanting can be 
conducted at the same time 
as other pre-pasture treat- 
ments, such as vaccina- 
tions, to make the best use 
of time and labor.

Adding organic material, 
such as peat moss, fo the 
planting hole is not recom- 
mended because the peat 
retains moisture in wet 
weather, which can drown 
the roots. In dry periods, 
the peat moss dries out and 
hardens, preventing water 
from reaching the roots. 

“For best results dig the 
planting hole twice as wide 
and one and one-half times 
as deep as the root ball,” 
says Mr. Fleming. ‘'Use the 
existing topsoil around the 
roots and fill in the hole with 
the- existing subsoil. Use 
leaves or peat moss as a 
mulch on the soil surface to 
conserve moisture, and 
stake the treetop to prevent 
wind damage.

Nicholson and Samuel H.: 
Hill were asked to share a 
room in a crowded hotel in 
Boscobel, Wisconsin. They 
discovered each to be 
Christian, read the Bible 
and prayed together, and 
decided to create an organi- 
zation of Christian travel- 
ling men for mutual recog- 
nition on the road and for 
fellowship and service. 
They called a meeting for 
the next year, added a third 
member, John H. Nichol- 
son, and named themselves 
Gideons after an Old Testa- 
ment hero. From this start 
of mainly speaking to fellow 
travellers the practice of 
placing Bibles in hotel guest 
rooms gradually took over. 
The first Canadian camp 
was organized in Toronto in 
1911 with the first action of

In the world as a 
whole the Gideons have 


distributed over 225 million 
Bibles and testaments. Just 
recently a special Bible, 
commemorating the 4 mil- 
lionth scripture placed by 
South African Gideons, was 
presented to State President 
of South Africa, Mr. Marais 
Viljoen by the president of 
South Africa Gideons, Stan 
Hart, during the 17th 
national convention of the 
Gideons in South Africa. 
This banquet was attended 
by 586 Gideons, wives and 
guests. This convention also 
marked the 30th annivers- 
ary of the Gideons being 
organized in South Africa. 

On August 27, 1980 the 
18th camp was organized in 
Indonesia in the city of 
Pontianak, and even Ugan- 
da, which in recent years 
has undergone so* much 
turmoil, has opened its 
doors again to the distribu- 
tion of Bibles by the 
Gideons from Kampala, 
Uganda Camp. 

Although the local Pine 
Ridge" camp has been 
operating for only six 
months the area was served 
previously by Belleville, 
Bancroft and Peterborough 
camps.

with one pending, three in 
Havelock and a pending 
membership in Norwood 
‘and two in Campbellford 
with one pending.

‘‘What is the satisfaction 
and appeal of membership 
in the Gideons?"’ I asked. 

“A man gets several 
sources of satisfaction’’ he 
replied. ‘‘For one thing 
there is the tremendous 
fellowship experienced with 
other Christian mén and 
secondly it is a golden 
opportunity for Christian 
service, especially in the 
distribution of the Bible. 
Then there is the feedback 
in the form of letters the 
organization receives from 
people who have benefited 
from reading the Gideon- 
placed Bible. All kinds of 
people have found comfort 
in them - lonely travellers, 
condemned murderers, and 

ple all over the world.” 

“At the dinner Saturday 
night the speaker, Bernie 
Alm, who is past president 
of Gideons International in 
Canada, spoke about how 
much the Gideon Bibles are 
appreciated in some of the 
underdeveloped countries. 
In Thailand, for instance, 
they will split a Bible into 
sections so that more than 
one can read it at a time. 
then they exchange their 

gections as they finish 
oc ” 

Another area Gideon, 
Don Clark. who is a 
manager at 3M Mine, 
Havelock, and a school 
trustee for Peterborough 
County, says ‘‘For me one 


of the main attractions of 
the group is its interdenom 

inational nature and the 
fellowship among = Chris- 
tians of different denomin 

ations. I feel this is 
something often lacking 
today among Christians and 
that often the differences in 
some theological beliefs are 
stressed to the detriment of 
the commonly held belief in 
Christ. Too many get a 
narrow viewpoint.” 

Mr. Clark just recently 
madehis annual visit to the 
Havelock-Belmont Public 
School to distribute New 
Testaments to the Grade 5 
students there. 

The Gideons are expected 
to divide the work of 
distribution and the raising 
of funds amongst themsel- 
ves. There are 36 churches 
in the Pine Ridge area and 
Gideons are expected to 
visit each one during the 
year and speak of the 
Gideons’ work, but we 
don’t get around to all of 
them each year since we 
have only ten members" 
said Mr. Rodine. ‘“To be a 
Gideon is a demanding job. 
We try to divide the work 
equably but with the jobs to 
be done in this camp we 
hope to expand our mem- 
bers to at least 20." 

It is not only demanding 
in the way of work but from 
a monetary standpoint.®''It 
is important for people fo 
know that every cent don- 
ated to the Gideons is spent 
on Bibles’’ he said. ‘*Mem- 
bers pay for their -own 
expenses of transportation, 
for putting out the monthly 
Gideon magazine and for 
any administrative costs. 
We are continually contri- 


buting money for Bibles as 
well. We took an offering at 
the banquet on Saturday 
night with a target of raising 
money for 1100 Bibles. "We 
received enough for 2070 
The banquet, however, was 
not just for members. We 
had a good representation 
of ministers and other 
church friends.” 

One might think the need 
to continue to distribute 
Bibles would cease as the 
prisons, hospitals, hotels, 
etc stocked with them. Not 
so, said Mr. Rodine. ‘They 
are frequently stolen from 


hotels, which we don’t 
mind,’ and he = smiled. 
‘Also as they become 


dog-eared we replace them. 
Members assess the needs 
of motels in their area, 
Bibles are ordered and, 
there is a concerted distri- 

bution by the members.”’ 
Are all Gideons as devoted 

as Mr. Rodine and = Mr. 

Clark? 

“! don’t know a-Gideon — 
that isn't enthusiastic’’ said 
Mr. Rodine. “It's an ex- 
ceedingly worthwhile work. 
All are dedicated to do all 
the jobs although there is a 
school distributing commit- 
tee, a church services 
committee, etc. The head of 
each co-ordinates all the 
activity and all the members 
become active to imple- 
ment." 

So there it is. There is a 
need in the Pine Ridge 
camp for at least 10 new 
members, but if you aren't 
interested in dedicated work

Conversely, “‘oldest”’ 
children and ‘“‘only’’ chil- 
dren tend to have superior 
verbal abilities because of 
the quality and quantity of 
verbal stimulation to which 
they are exposed. The 
Dionne quintuplets were 
found to have significant 
delays in their language 
development, perhaps be- 
cause they spent a lot of 
time entertaining each other 
when their verbal abilities 
were at about the same level 
‘and this can be true for 
twins and triplets as well. 
Children need the challenge 
of adult conversation. While 
listening to adults talk they 
break down all sounds into 
words and develop rules to 
join those words into sen- 
tences. , 

Although children need to 
be immersed in language, a 
great deal of language 
acquisition seems to be 
innate. Readiness is the 
issue. An infant cannot be 
taught language structures 
he or she is not ready to 
learn. 

As in every area of 
development, each child has 
his own pace of learning to 


talk, however a general 
guideline to vocabulary 
growth will give you an idea 
of the process. The first 
meaningful word is pro- 
duced around 12 months. 
Because learning to talk 
takes about as much prac- 
tice and concentration as 
learning to walk, infants 
often choose one of these to 
work on at a time and delay 
the other for awhile. By 15 
to 19 months the infant will 
be able to produce about 10 
words. Most of these will be 
nouns: labels for things she 
sees most often such as 
animals, food or toys. By 14 
to 24 months the infant has 
a vocabulary of about 50 
words. Most of these will be 
functional words such as 
more, all gone and no. 

At two years the child will 
begin to put sentences 
together. Her memory is not 
very advanced at this age 
and this handicaps her 
ability to form long senten- 
ces. To compensate for her 
poor memory she will 
‘‘chunk"’ words together 
such as the ‘single word 
“‘itsa’’ instead of remem- 
bering the three words “‘it is

For freshest flavor, plan 
to use the rhubarb the same 
day as purchased. When 


this is not possible, prepare - 


the rhubarb for storage. 
Simply remove the leaves 
and white stem ends, wash 
the stalks in cold water and 
cut as required. Place the 
rhubarb in moisture-proof 
containers or wrap and 
refrigerate. Never peel the 
skin as it provides the bright 
red color and helps the fruit 
retain its shape. 
When longer storage is 
required, rhubarb can be 
easily and successfully fro- 
Simply remove the 
leaves, wash the rhubarb 
and cut into one-inch 
pieces. Pack into freezer 
bags or containers, label 
and freeze.

Canadians do not have to 
line up to buy food. 

All kinds of food is 
available. Yet complaints 
are constantly heard about 
the high cost of food. At a 
social gathering last week, 
six of the seven people in a 
corner conversation cursed 
and complained about food 
prices. 

Whether we-realize it in 
Canada or not, we are the 
best-fed nation in the world 
and we get our food at the 
lowest prices, of any other 
nation in the world. We do 
not have to line up for it. We 
do not have to wait for 
another nation's largesse to 
supply us with food. 

Our farmers are the most 
proficient in the world. In 
fact, they are too proficient 
for their own good. They 
can produce too much for 
this nation. That*is obvious 
by the fact that many 
farmers are forced to limit 
production through market- 
ing boards which have 
instituted supply manage- 
ment. 

Canadians, if that week- 
end conyersation is an 
indication, should be happy 
to pay the going prices. 

The entire world is in a 
more precarious food supply 
situation than at any time 
since the grain shortages of 
the mid-1970s. The United 
Nations Food and Agricul- 
ture Association (FAO) re- 
cently completed a survey 
around the world and dire 
warnings of grain shortages 
in many nations has been 
reported. -4

Estimates vary but more 
than a million people could 
starve to death this year of 
1981. Major food aid pro- 
grams are already under- 
way in some African re- 
gions. i 

China's cereal harvest 
last season was far short of 
projections. Russia, in spite 
of many five-year plans, 
continues to be unable to 
grow enough grain to 
supply the people. The 
world begins this harvest 
season with virtually no 
cushion against major crop 
shortfalls. The harvests 
around the world this year 
will be crucial. 

Because of this precari- 
ous position, more farmers 
will plant more grain. They 
know of the shortages, 
Rising prices — it's the old 
law of supply and demand 
— will encourage larger 
plantings. But rising prices 
adversely affect the Third 
World nations which are 
forced to import 
supplies and pay more for 
those supplies. 

Expect to see heart-rend- 
ing pictures in the mass 
media next fall, pictures of 
starving children with 
hands held out pleading for 
food. Expect to hear reports 
of terrible famines in some 
north African and West 
African countries and acute 
food shortages in the Asian 
countries which cannot feed 
themselves. Think of those 
many millions of people in 
many nations around the 
world who go. to bed 
hungry, perhaps not starv

Corn Planting Populations 

A corn plant population of 
between 47,000 and 69,000 
plants per hectare (19,000 
— 29,000 plants/acre) is 
recommended, depending 
on the final use for the crop, 
the planting date and soil 
conditions. The lower popu- 
lation is better for plants 
grown under stress — on 
soils prone to drought, low 
in fertility, or poorly 
drained. Late-planted 
fields, after mid-May, 
should also have reduced 
populations. 

For grain corn, popula- 
tions of up to 60,000 plants 
per hectare may be warrant- 
ed on fields with a history of 
better-than-average yields 
and low stalk breakage. 
These, of course, relate to 
sce well drained soil 
with good moisture holding 
capacity. In areas with less 
that 2,900 heat units (most 
of Northumberland) plant- 
ing before mid-May also 
warrants increased popula- 
Tans 


High yields of silage corn, 
with no loss in quality, can 
be obtained with popula- 
tions of up to 69,000 plants 

hectare. The plants 
would be under more stress 
due to competition for light, 
moisture, and nutrients, so 
weed control and soil 
conditions must be excel- 
dent. 

Corn hybrid selection 
should mainly be based on 
matching the hybrid heat 
unit rating to that for your 
farm or certain fields. In 
Northumberland, the area 
near the 401 has, in an 


average year, about 2,900 


heat units for corn. The heat 
unit rating decreases as you 
get “farther from Lake 
Ontario. ‘The Warkworth 
area has about 2,700 and 
the Campbellford area 2,600 
or less. South-facing slopes 
in any area would get more | 
sunlight and would, there- 
fore, have a slightly higher 
heat unit rating than slopes 
facing in other’ directions. 

For corn planted, later 
than mid-May, hybrids with 
progressively lower heat 
unit ratings should be 
chosen to get the desired. 
plant and grain maturity by 
fall freeze-uv.

Due perhaps to the 
establishment of a fungus 
disease and several para- 
sites, the alfalfa weevil has 
become a less important 


pest in recent years. There 
is; still the possibility of it 
being a serious problem in 
some area in any yeaf. The 
key to weevil control is good 
harvest timing and insecti- 


Farmers urged 


to report weeds 


Ontario farmers can help 
researchers solve difficult 
weed problems by reporting 
unusual weeds to the 
Ontario Weed Alert System. 

‘*The weed alert system 
is designed to help pinpoint 
new and emerging weed 
problems so that the Ontar-. 
io Ministry of Agriculture 

‘ and Food can focus research 
and extension efforts on 
those areas,"" says Rick 
Wukasch of the Pest Diag- 
nostic and Advisory Clinic. 
“By spotting weed pro- 

“blems early, we can nip 
them in the bud before they 
threaten agricultural pro- 
duction.” 

Farmers are asked to 
report new or unusual 
weeds, weeds that are 
resistant or that are becom- 
ing resistant to herbicides, 
and weeds that are general- 
ly difficult to control. 

The weed program, initi- 
ated last year, is a joint 
program of the Ontario 
Ministry of Agriculture and 
Food and the University of 
Guelph. The service is 
available to farmers through 
local agricultural offices. 
These offices’ provide farm- 
ers with special Weed Ale? 
Report forms and provitie 
information about weed 
sampling. 


Completed Weed Alert _ 


forms are returned to the 
agricultural office with an 
entire plant specimen. The 
sample should be fresh and 
should include all above- 
ground parts and root 
system. 

“There are two methods 
of sending specimens," 
says Mr. Wukasch. ‘‘Either 
send the entire plant in a 
plastic bag, or send it 

‘ pressed between sheets of 
newspaper and cardboard. 
If you are sending it in a 
plastic bag don't add 
additional moisture because 
moulds will decompose the 
specimen before it reaches 
the lab.”’ 

Forms and samples: are 
forwarded by the agricul- 
tural office to the Pest 
Diagnostic and Advisory 
Clinic at the University of 
Guelph. The lab identifies 
the weed and sends the 
information back to the 
agricultural representative 
and soils and crop specia- 
list. Last year the lab

examined information on 
650 specimens. 
The short turnaround of 
the weed alert program is 
intended to provide re- 
searchers and extension 
staff with, more up-to-date 
information than in the 
past. This proved useful last 
summer when poison hem- 
lock appeared in alfalfa 
fields in central Ontario. 
“Samples of an unusual 
weed arrived at the lab 
where it was identified <s 
poison hemlock’, says Mr. 
Wukasch. ‘“‘In tracing the 
origin of the weed, we found 
it to be a contaminant in a 
certain alfalfa seed lot. Asa 
result, a roguing program 
was enacted to remove the 
weed from all fields seeded 
with that particular seed 
lot.” 
Program organizers hope 
more farmers report pro- 
blem weeds this year. Early 


identification and control of 
new weeds is essential if 
major weed problems are to 


be avoided.

ranted. Each field, but 
especially those with south- 
erly slopes, should be 
checked weekly from mid- 
May on. You can give 
yourself up to a ten-day 
advance warning of heavy 
weevil damage by counting, 
with a magnifier, the 
number of weevil egg-lay- 
ing sites on the stems of 
plants taken from around 
the field. Consult your 
OMAF staff for the method. 

The peak of larval feeding 
frequently coincides with 
the bud stage of growth — 
the best time to harvest for 
high forage quality. If an 
invested field cannot be cut 
to stop weevil damage, then 
chemical control measures 


may be necessary. Check 
publication 296 Field 
Crop Recommendations, for 
insecticide application re- 
commendations. Cutting a 
weevil infested field is 
always the better control 
measure. Early warning of 
damage will give you time 
to make the necessary | 
decisions.

COUNTRY GOURMET

Creighton’s, Westbury Ho- 
tel, 475 Yonge Street, 
Toronto (924-0611) 

Restaurants, like people, 
can provide experiences so 
mixed and so complex as to 
defy understanding or cate- 
. gorization. We have all 
known people we could 
cheerfully slaughter, at 
their worst and yet sincerely 
love, at their best. At its 
best Creighton’s is a magni- 
ficent restaurant. At. its 
worst it is comically appall- 
ing. 

By way of explanation, 
Creighton's is the current 
name for the restaurant in 
the Westbury Hotel. Twen- 
ty years ago it was reputed 
to be unequalled in Toronto. 
To say that is not still the 
case is not necessarily to 


~, criticize. 


It is a restaurant which 
impresses with luxury of its 
appointments and the skill 
of its design. By the use of 
terracing each dining area is 
extremely intimate and 
there is none of that sense 
of crowding and noise 
common to hotel restau- 
rants. 1 would cavil at the 
lighting, as I shall explain 
later, and perhaps at the 
shape of the rectangular 
tables: our table for two 
recalled the dining se- 
quence of Citizen Kane. 

The menu combines tra- 
ditional French cooking with 
nouvelle cuisine. Examples 
of the latter are fresh 
vegetable pate in sweet 
basil sauce, shrimp and 
salmon mousse on spinach 
and pears, veal with celeriac 
and apple puree. 

Sauces deserve nothing 
short of raves. Chicken was 
accompanied by a vegetable 
and herb sauce that com- 
bined the fresh flavors of 
vegetales with a feathery 
texture. In contrast snails 
were deluged in a sinfully 
rich cream sauce with 
morels, a rare ingredient. 
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Sweetbreads were accom- 
panied by a rich madeira 
and cognac sauce with 
mushrooms, truffle and 
raisins. 

Sadly, by their appear- 
ance these wonderful dishes 
gave no hint of the flavors 
and textures concealed 
within them. The sweet- 
breads and chicken were 
both accompanied by the 
same boring green beans, 
potatoes, and plain rice and 
to the eye their very 
different sauces were indis- 
tinguishable. In part that 
may have been due to the 
subdued indirect lighting. 
In part it was doubtless due 


‘to an astonishing inatten- 


tion to visual presentation. 


The winelist at Creigh- 


ton’s is singular to the point 
of eccentricity. Most of the 
wines are of moderate 
quality and reasonably 
priced in the range of $15 to 
$20. Available also are more 
than/ a few extremely 
expensive wines in the 
range of $75 and up. What 
is singular is the virtual 


absence of any middle 
range between the two 
extremes. As a marketing 
decision that seems quces- 
tionable. Worse than ques- 
tionable is their policy of 
terniing a number of medio- 
cre German wines ‘‘vin- 
tage’’. By doing so, and by 
eschewing the use of 
standard German quality 
designations, they come 
perilously close to misre- 
presentation. 


Service ranged from 
dreadful, to comical, to 
delightful. To begin with it 
was less than courteous, our 
order was taken incorrectly, 
and the wrong appetizer 
was produced and sent 


_back. Later, to our bemuse- 


ment, and unordered se- 
cond bottle of -wine was 
brought~to odr table, o- 
pened, and placed beside 
the first in our ice-bucket. 
After a hurried consultation 
between two waiters it was 
then removed and served at 
another table, as “I .say 
already opened. With disbe- 
lief we watched not one, not 


two, not three, but a crowd 
of four waiters struggle to 
open a half-bottle of cham- 
pagne at a neighboring 
table. In turns each made a 
heroic effort at it and it took 


__ the best part of ten minutes 


before one finally succeed- 
ed. After our dinner we 
ordered dessert wine and it 
took three attempts. before 
the correct choice was 
successfully delivered. In 
fairness, service improved 
dramatically as the evening 
progressed and by its end 
we were chatting pleasantly 
with our waiter about his 
twenty years in Toronto 
restaurants. 

Creighton’s is not inex- 
pensive. Depending on your 
choice of wines a couple 
could easily spend over one 
‘hundred dollars on an 
evening. Nor is the experi- 
ence an. unmitigated de- 
light, for’ reasons which 
should by now be obvious. 
Yet the experience it pro- 
vides is one not soon to be 
forgotten and for a major 
occasion | would heartily 
recommend it. 


Pasture land neglected

The ‘‘back fifty’’ concept 
has gone and along with it 
many woodlots. Many of 
those rough acres are now 
in full production and 


pasture is in short supply. 


Pasture land is still 
available, however, in many 


sults have been rewarding 
as the community bene- 
fited in more ways than one. 
Land values were increased, 
community pride was e¢n- 
hanced, permanent pasture 
improvement was demon- 
strated and pasture’ was 
made available so. that 
herds could be increased. — 

Weigh scales have been 
an important asset to the 
farm and to the community 
as tecords are kept on the 
rate of grain of each group 
of cattle and it pointed up 
the wide range in rate of 
gain between groups.

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so that their young would be 


strong and their menfolk — 


would be comforted through 
their unselfish love. - 
Mothers have cooked, 
sewn, darned, threaded and 
mended to make those ends 
meet and those clothes fit, 
and they've loved us, taught 
us, chastise us but made 
excuses for us since the 
world began, when nobody 
else in the whole, wide 
world has had so much as 
the time of day for us. 
And they've seen us pack 
up our belongings and 
they've watched us with a 
heavy heart as we prepare 
to go our separate ways and 
they've shed their tears at 
our Zoing, not knowing if 
we'd ever come back, but 


they wait until we've turned 


the corner before they give 
way to their despair. 

Then they sit through 
birthdays and anniversa- 
ries, wondering if we're 
going to call or write this 
time. ; 

And if we do or not they 
still feel the same way about 
us. 

There's something about 
a mother that surpasses all 
understanding. She will 
intervene on our behalf, 
even when she’s sure we're 
wrong, and she’s always at 
hand to stem that arm of 
retribution. 

Even when we live so far 
away we only get to see 
them once in a blue moon, 
they think about us all the 
time, and they wonder what 
we're doing and where 
we're doing it, and if we're 
wearing enough clothing 
and if we have enough 
money and if we're eating 
regularly and not catching 
cold. 

You always know your 
mother is there thinking 
about you when nobody else 
in the universe cares whe- 
ther you live or die. She may 
not have seen you for years, 
but she still prays for you 
every night of her life and 
asks that you'll be taken 
care of and that one day, 
soon, you'll be home again. 

To her you're the kind: 
but all too often we forget to 
remember that she's the 
queen. 

Your mother will always 
know what's best for you, 
believe it or not, and the 
time to heed her is NOW, 
before the years dwindle 
away before your eyes, and 
you're left wondering why 
you didn't think about it 


“before it's too late. 


And when you fall by the 
wayside you can't blame her 
for being disappointed in 
you, just a little, although 
she doesn’t say so, because 
you mean so much to her, 
and: you can *t blame her for 
being just a little sad inside 
when you fail to recognize 
that she was right all the 
time, even while she's 
bending down to pick you 
up again, and set you on 
your feet. 

Mothers have that great 


bank of dignity that age and 


experience bestow upon 
them, like a wide, envelo- 
ping aura of authority that 
sets them above all other 
human beings. They are 
proud of our achievements,

while belittling their own. 
To them we are successful 
whether we attain that 
measure of success or not, 
and to them we are heroes 
even in the abyss of abject 
failure. 

Mothers have forged na- 
tions with a pioneer forti- 
tude and a magnitude of 
spirit unsurpassed by any 
man. In fact they have made 
men great by their encour- 
agement and their example 
and their inspiration, and by 
giving them the will, the 
power and the ambition, 
even the know-how to 
achieve the greatness, a- 
‘gainst all odds. 

Mothers have managed to 
see the very best in their 
menfold when nobody else 
has been able to see any 
good in them at all. 

One year I went * to 
England to see my mother, 
as I told you. I saw her and I 
talked to her and eventually 
I came to say goodbye to her 
again, as I had so many 
times before. 

There she was at the 
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airport, to see us leave, all 
cighty-seven years of her, 
as gay and as spry as an elf, 
smiling bravely to camou- 
flage the moisture in the 
corner of her eye, and she 
said she would look forward 
to our next visit. 

She was frail and tired, 
yand she had a right to be 
because she'd seen so many 
changes and was so experi- 
enced in the ways of the 
world, and the events that 
had cascaded throughout 
her lifetime like a sea of 
ghosts in an endless, 
meandering parade, and 
although she bore that same 
old, familiar twinkle in her 
eye, she was just that little 
bit sad that we were leaving 
again, and.I didn’t fail to 
notice that wee pearl of 
moisture on her cheek. 

Yes, I've always been a 
bit late for Mothers’ Day. 

We left then and flew 
back to Canada and home. 

Two days later my mother 
died. 

And on Mothers’ Day, as 
a matter of fact.

Ontario is well known for 
high quality maple syrup 
and this product may be 
even better with the help of 
a new device being tested at 


‘Kemptville College of Agri- 


cultural Technology near 


Ottawa. a 


“One key’to producing .. 


high quality maple syrup is 
to control bacteria levels in 
the sap,"’ says Bill Langen- 
berg, of the college's 
“Eli- 
minating bacteria is impor- 
tant because the bacteria 
break down sap sugar into 
undesirable invert sugars’’. 

A common misconception 
about maple syrup quality is 
that the dark syrup is better 
than lighter grades. The 
more invert sugar in the 
sap, the darker the syrup is, 
therefore, the light and 
extra light gradgs are the 
highest quality. Medium 
syrups are desirable for 
pancakes and dark syrup 
has excellent cooking quali- 
ties, but the delicate light 
and extra light grades are 
preferred for ice-cream top- 
ping. 

To control bacteria now, 
producers use an ultraviolet 


light inside sap storage 
tanks. However, this me- 
thod is not completely 


effective because the light 
doesn't penetrate into the 
tank. 

‘‘What we are testing at 
Kemptville is a short length 
of pipe with an ultraviolet 
light tube inside,"' explains 
Mr. Langenberg. ‘‘In this 
system, the sap flows 
around the light and we are 
able to kill 99 percent of the 
bacteria." 

The sap is filtered 
through a 10 micron filter of 
a small water purification 
system before it passes 
around the light tube. Once 
the sap flows by the light, 
it's ready for further pro- 
cessing into syrup or stor- 
age. The ultraviolet pipe 
length is encased in a 
specially designed box to 
prevent any leaks of ultra- 
violet light. 

The new device is expect- 
ed to be commercially 
available in time for next 
year's syrup for about $250. 
Mr. Langenberg says it can 
be installed into any produc- 


tion system easily. 


Mr. Langenberg says the 
device can help all produ- 
cers improve the quality of

to producers considering 
changing to the new re- 
verseosmosis production sy- 
stem. In this system,

WIs make quiet contribution 


At first Adelaide Hunter 
Hoodless was disdainfully 
labelled by both the church 
and the press as one of 
those ‘new women’. ‘Why 
doesn't she stay home and 
look after her children?” 
they demanded. 


During the 1890s, that’s 


‘what all good wives and 


mothers were expected to 
do. But Mrs. Hoodless 
didn't. quite fit into that 
traditional mold...even 
though she was described 
by her own children as “a 
very devoted mother and an 
inspiration as a home- 
maker’’. 


Ironically, what took the 
outspoken Mrs. Hoodless 
away from her home and 
family was a full-fledged 
campaign to improve educa- 
tional opportunities for wo- 
men...so they could become 
even sbetter wives and 
mothers. 


_As a result of her long 
(and sometimes bitter) cru- 
sade, ‘domestic science’ 
programs for girls eventual- 
ly became an integral part 
of the Ontario school curri- 
culum. But Mrs. Hoodless 
is best 
co-founding the first Wo- 
men's Institute — an 
organization dedicated to 
assisting women with ‘home 
craft’ and ‘mother craft’. 


Her founding partner was 
a young farmer by the name 
of Erland Lee, who had 
been deeply impressed by a 
hard-hitting speech given 
by Mrs. Hoodless to an 
agricultural conference in 
Guelph. 


Subsequently, Mr. Lee 
invited Mrs. Hoodless to be 
guest speaker at the Ladies’ 
Night of the Saltfleet 
Farmers’ Institute near 
Hamilton in February, 1897. 

The women were duly 
inspired...and keen to 
launch their own group. The 
response was overwhelm- 
ing, and a week later, 101 
women (and Erland Lee) 
joined Mrs. Hoodless for 
the fifst-ever Women’s In- 
stitute meeting, held at 
Stoney Creek's Squire Hall. 

Now, eighty-two years 
later, there are more than 
1,200 branches of the 
Federated Women’s Insti- 
tutes of Ontario, with close 
to 28,000. members pro- 
vince-wide. The organiza- 
tion has also flourished 
elsewhere, not only across 
Canada, but around the 
world.

These days, members of 
the Women's Institutes in 
Ontario aren't quite as 
outspoken as their founder, 
Adelaide Hunter Hoodless. 
They go about their busi- 
ness more quietly, and their 
accomplishments are gener- 
ally unheralded in today’s 
press (that’s probably the 
way most latter day Wo- 
men’s Institute members 
prefer it). Nonetheless, 
even though the role of 
women has changed drama- 
tically during the past 
several decades, the WIs 
continue to make a valuable 
contribution to life in rural

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COOKING ON A STICK REALLY WORKS 


Most campers have ¢n- 
joyed cooking hot dogs and 
imarshmallows on sticks as 
they sat around a campfire. 

But why stop. there? 
Foods that can be cooked on 
sticks can range from 
modest hot dogs to gourmet 
kebobs to tastey desserts 
and breakfast eggs. 

And don’t always rob that 
nearby tree of a branch fora 
stick. An old coat. hanger 


will do, and you can protect 
yourself from a ‘hot wire’ by 
placing three empty wooden 
spools on one end. 

Make sure you burn off 
any paint on the hanger 
before using it, however. 

Here are some ways to 
cook on a stick: 


FISH 

Clean your fish, but 
don't remove the head. 
Take your *stick and put it 
through the fish's mouth 
until the tip enters the flesh 
of the tail. Wrap foil around 
the rest of the stick so it 
won't burn, and shove the

Just place the items on a 
stick or skewer, and mix 
them up, so you have a

Where the village of 
favelock now stands was 
riginally a single grant of 
and owned by a Scotch 
mmigrant, John Mathison, 
vho moved to the area with 
is family in 1860. 
sradually, a small settle- 
nent had sprung up at the 
resent junction of Old 
Yorwood Road and High- 
vay 30, south of present- 
lay Havelock, but when the 
Yitario and Quebec Rail- 
way undertook construction 
of a railroad linking Toronto 
o Ottawa in 1870, Have- 
iock's growth was ac- 
selerated in the vicinity of 
he railway tracks. 

As plans for building and 
railroad were made, the 
decision first was to esta-

blish the divisional point at 
Norwood because of the 
abundance of water there 
for locomotives, but it is 
said landowners there held 
out for exorbitant prices and 
the company moved the 
division point east six miles 
to Havelock, thus making 
the settlement a very active 
railway town, the second 
terminal between Toronto 
and Montreal. 

The original railway sta- 
tion was situated near the 
Highway 7 and Highway 30 
intersection, later being 
moved to the site of the 
present station. The first 
train passed through Nor- 
wood and Hayelock in 
December 1883. Before the 
railway was completed the 


company was taken over by 
the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way. Havelock was incor- 


porated as a village in 1892. , 


An additional factor con- 
tributing to the growth of 
Havelock was the opening 
of mines in the area, The 
region to the north, which is 
for the most part rocky and 
tree covered, ~provided in 
the early days, and. still 
does, trees for lumbering. 
But in 1940 the economy of 
the area got a boost when it 
was discovered that the vast 
mineral deposits of Blue 
Mountain could be used as a 
replacement for feldspar. 
Many Havelock residents 
travel daily to Nephton’s 
Blue Mountain area to work 
in the Indusmin and inter- 


national Minerals and Che- 
mical Comparfy Mines there 
where, working on a three- 
shift basis, seven days 2 
week, it is estimated the 
deposit will last for more 
than 100 more years. 

A second mineral deposit 
two miles cast employs 
more Havelock and area

here are ysed in the 
manufacture of asphalt roof- 
ing. 

During the early 1900s 
the Cordova Gold Mine, 12 
miles northeast of Have- 
lock, also added to the 
economy with the workers 
using Havelock as their 
railway center and jumping 
off place.

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Of importance too, al- 
though much of the land 
arqund Havelock is border- 
line for crops, is farming. 
The- early pioneer had to 
feed himself and managed 
to do so even on the 
marginal area farms, and 


mixed and beef farming still 
continue. 
Today, the stores, 


churches, Community Cen- 
tre with young people's 
drop-in centre, library, Me- 
dical Centre, and other 
facilities in Havelock pro- 
vide a centre for the village 
and surrounding area. With 
two senior citizens’ build- 
ings, one for Havelock and

Canada, a friend of General 
Brock, he later became a 
member of the legislature 
End the Privy Council. 

In the 1830s he sold all his 
holdings in the area to 
Henry Martin Fowls of the 
village of Westwood. The 
price 4,000 English 
Pounds. Mr. Fowls was 4 
mill owner in Westwood and 
he took over and expanded 
the original grist mill and 
added a saw mill and 
carding mill. 

The Trent Severn Water- 
way was begun in 1839 and 
required that a lock be built 
where it is still located. That 
meant the grist mill had to 
be moved and the raceway 
dug to supply it with water. 
The waterway also brought 
more business to the com- 
munity that was ap: 


‘proaching a kind of self- 


sufficiency that exists 
nowhere today. 

Henry Fowls changed the 
name of the village to 
Hastings in 1851 to show nis 
gratitude to the Martin 
family of Westwood, who 
had taken him in as a child. 
The Martins came originally 
from Loudon in England. 
They lived very near Lady 
Flora who later married the 
First Marquis of Hastings, a 
very popular figure in the 
Empire at the time. 

His son, James Fowls, 
became the village's. first 
Post Master in that year and 
opened the first post office 
in the general store which 
was located in about the 
same spot as the present 
post office. Mail went on the 
stage to Peterborough every 
Tuesday and Friday. 


iy sy 
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By the later half of the 
19th century, Hastings was 


-a thriving community of 


1,000 people with factories 
and commercial establish- 
ments supplying the needs 
of a booming frontier 
economy. At the time the 
village was incorporated in 
1874, local residents could 
buy farm implements made 
in Hastings, have their wool 
carded, buy cotton from the 
mill, have their grain 
ground and sell lumber to 
the mill that was cutting 
2,500,000 board feet a year. 
At the site of Hastings 
Marine. Henry Fowls built 
the first of a series of work 
tugs to tow barges up and 
down the river. She was the 
79-ton The Forest City. He 
used the ship to bring in his 
first piano from Harwood. 
Towards the turn of the 
century the tannery was 
built and continues to 
operate today. It is now 
owned .by the Breithaupt 
Leather Co. of Kitchener. 
Ontario. It still processes 
hides:into leather and is the 
village's major employer. 
Around the same time W. 
P. Plant, a Norwood 
machine shop owner, was 
attracted to Hastings by the 
availability of water power 
and built a machine shop 
and foundry in 1895. The 
building, located beside the 
locks, took its power from 
the raceway and produced 
all sorts of implements 
eventually settling on 
making tannery equipment 
which found its way to 
tanneries all over Canada. 
Later hé added a window 
sash and door shop to the

plant. The building remains 


onthe site but is un- 
fortunately badly de- 
teriorated. 


Sadly, fire was a great 
nemesis of the village. It 
repeatedly struck down 
buildings and factories built 
of wood. One story is told of 
a factory that burned to the 
ground the day it was 
completed; before a single 
wheel ever turned. Some of 
the old timers used to say it 
was arson by men fearing 
the machines would take 
their jobs. 

The fires were costly to 
the community and its 
heritage but some buildings 
have survived including the 
house of Henry Fowl’s 
daughter. It is on Elizabeth 
St., named in her honor. 


Since World War Two * 


and before, the village has 
become a different place. 
Water power went out, of 
style and the mills had no 
wood to saw. However, 
Hastings responded to the 
modern situation by again 
turning to water power but 
this time to the power of 
water to draw tourists. The 
fishing that the indians 
showed to Champlain is now 
the basis of the village 
economy. Its location is 
ideal for the ‘fisherman or 
the family to enjoy. Only an 
hour and a_ half from 
Toronto, the river banks are 
now dotted with summer 
cottages and camps. It is 
close to a number of 
attractions like Lang Cen 
tury Village, the Peter: 
borough lift locks, Serpent 
Mounds Provincial Park and 
Rice Lake.

Yet they 
ravelled almost impossible 
oads for twenty miles or 
more by ox teams to go to 
store or mill, not a day's 
rip, more like five or six. 
Each settler supplied his 
own wants; with no trans- 
portation facilities such as we 
have now. There was no 
market for any produce 
raised. Goods that had to be 
purchased were paid for in 
produce at low rates. Even 
with all these seemingly 
insurmountable difficulties 
our pioneers persevered 
and developed a number of 
flourishing communities. 
Stoco, had a general store, 
Thos. Mulroney's carriage 


works, black smith shops 
and two hotels and was 2 


post village. 


If one picks up a copy of a 
fascinating book called 
Ghost Towns of Ontario one 
would be as surprised to 
read about Bogart founded 
by Abram Bogart of an old 
respected Dutch family. It is 
hard to believe when we 
drive over The Clare and 
past Martin Rivers’ old 
home, that Bogart once 
boasted a saw and grist 
mill, general store then post 
office and in 1984 had| 
added two shoemakers, two 
builders, a cooper, a wagon 
maker, a blackgmith and 
cabinet maker, a cheese 
factory another sawmill and 
a Methodist Church. Trans- 
portation shifted, wheat 
iand timber declined and 
thus today the only former 
general store and founda- 
tions remain. 

Around the same time, 
Sugar Island was being 
settled (an interesting name 
called thusly because the 
Indians made maple sugar 
there each spring). George- 
town came into being. The 
part of Tweed south of River 
St., was known as George- 
town and while separate 
was never independent of 


Tweed. From incorporation ° 


in 1890 Tweed flourished. 
Timber was the focal point 
then and now. Many a great 
tale has been told of the 
spring sprees whén the 
loggers arrived with the 
drive and the  bagtles 
between the Loggers and 


McGowan’s Hounds, as the 
men who worked for Adem 
McGorwan the Carriage- 
maker and blacksmith were 
called. 

Prior to incorporation 
there was a carding mill 
across the river which 
appears to have been 
washed away one spring. 
We've had craftsmen and 
tradesmen including». tin- 
smiths harness makers, 
tailors, bakers, watchmak- 
ers, then the railroad; mills 
- grist, planning, saw mills, 
lime kilns, marble works, 
foundry oh yes a dynamite 
factory which went up twice 
with a huge bang. 

1887 saw the start of the 
Tweed News still publishing 
today. 

Riverside Machine Shop 
became Leal's foundry, 
bought by RY Gordon in 
1904, the name changed to 
Steel Trough and Machine 
Co. which in turn became 
Gordon Steel Works and 


then Tweed Steel works as 
we-kriow it nov’. 


Quinn's store was started 


in 1866 and still flourishes 
but under different owner- 
ship while Clark's Jewellery 
store started by Merritt 
Clark inthe 1860s is 
operated today by his grand 
daughter's husband, Jack 
Neugebauer.

Ontario is an angler's 
paradise. It is described as 
that in promotional litera- 
ture sent out by the 
province. to nearby pro- 


vinces and states. It is a - 


justified and ‘earned reputa- 
tion. 


Each year thousands of 


‘visitors stream across the 


border intent on doing some 
“fishing’’ in their favorite 
spot, or in trying a new one. 
Most of them go home 
happy. well pleased with 
the hospitality they received 
on the succes of their trip. 

A few of them, actually a 
very small percent, get 
carried away with enthusi- 
asm and the good fishing, 
and take a few more fish 
than the legal limit. Be- 
cause these few break the 
rules, there is more pres- 
sure on the resource. We 
have more problems setting 
and maintaining harvest 
quotas. Sometimes bad 
feelings arise among other 
users of the resource. 

In an attempt to locate 


and stop those who break 


the rules, conservation of- 
ficers from the Ministry of 
Natural Resources set up 
periodic checkpoints on 
major highways. They inter- 
view all anglers, check 


licences and catches. 
Another important part of 
the roadcheck is the collec- 
tion of biological data. Each 
person interyiewed is asked 
the numbet’of days that he

number that he caught and 
is exporting. All of this data 
helps the management peo- 
ple set quotas and seasons 
for future years. 


Such a check was held in 
Niagara District June 1 of 
1979. Four conservation 


* officers from the district, 


assisted by seven from 
other nearby districts, as 
well as five deputy conser- 
vation officers, set up a 
check station on the Queen 
Elizabeth Way at Fort Erie. 

Working in two shifts, 
they filtered all the traffic 
through a checkpoint, 
stopped and checked 804 
vehicles, interviewed and 
checked 516 carloads of 
anglers: confaining 1620 
people. 

Of these, they warned 203 
people for such offenses as 
having fish improperly 
packed for shipping or 
packaged so that they could 
not be easily counted or 
identified. 

Sixteen charges were 
laid, some for having over 
the limit of fish, some for 
having fish in transport 
which. could not be identi- 
fied or counted.

Bancroft, hub of Ontario's 
North Hastings township 
and home of Canada's 
largest annual ‘'Gemboree” 
can boast two, The first, in 
1961, marked Faraday pio- 
neers settling at the York 
River mill site which in 1861 
became York River Post 
Office; the second was for 
the changing, of that post 
office from York River to 
~ Bancroft, at the request. of 
Senator Billa Flint. Behind 
the switch is a dramatic 
“David and Goliath”’ power 
struggle between Bancroft's 
first developer, James 
CJeak, and Harris and 
Bronson, cutting pine on the 
upper York Branch of the 
Madawaska, which, until 
Cleak’s mills went up, 
offered no artificial obstruc- 
tions to their spring drive. 
Resenting time wasted 
passing the saw and grist 
mills, booms to protect 
them from pounding tim- 
bers were poorly installed. 
In 1865 the mills, providing 
desperately needed flour 
and lumber for pioneers in 
neighbouring townships 
and up and down the 
Hastings Road. suffered 
$5,000 damage. Although 
Cleak won consequent liti- 
gation for losses, problems 
with spring drives and lack 
of co-operation from go- 
vernment departments re 
sponsible for promoting 
area development, put his 
operation in financial jeo- 
pardy. By’ 1877 wealthy 
Belleville entrepreneur Billa 


Flint, who developed Elze- 
vir Township and its milling 
centre Actinolite, gained 
control of Cleak's interests. 

Flint's money upgraded 
existing mills and built the 
first of Bancroft's famous 
woolen mills (later owned 
by David and Oswald 
Fuller) and brought in 
tradesmen and craftsmen 
who in turn made new 
stores and hotels necessary. 
Two years later Flint peti- 
tioned Ottawa to rename 
York River Post Office 
“Bancroft'’ to honour his 
mother-in-law, Elizabeth 
Clement, whose maiden 
name it was. His meddling 
made local people so furious 
they dashed off protests and 
petitions which Ottawa ig- 
nored. 

On October 15th, 1979, 
the date stamp was changed 
to Bancroft by Postmaster 
].C. George who had 
succeeded Cleak to that post 
in 1871. Bancroft’s present 
postmaster, A.F. *‘Mike"’ 
Burns, himself a historian 
and author of Bancroft’'s 
1961 Centennial book “‘Old 
Home Week” has pre- 
served cancellation stamps 
of each small area post 
office as it was replaced by 
rural mail as well as letters 
and post cards from early 
York River days. The name, 
York River, was chosen by 
Cleak's wife, Jemima, a 


sister of Alfred Barker who ~ 


took up land in 1855. 

Over the years, resent- 
ment of the change ob- 
scured its reason. By 1979 
the Centennial Committee, 
chaired by Bill Reed-Lewis, 
met with little success while

seeking information on the 
lady their village honoured 
for the second Centennial 
book “Bancroft — A Bonan- 
za of Memories". Conflict- 
ing stories turned up 
including one that Flint’s 
wife, Phoebe Sawyer Cle- 
ment, had Bancroft as a 
maiden name. Fortunately 
for the cause of truth, 
Hastings County author of 
“Historic Hastings’’, Ger- 
ald E. Boyce, kindly pro- 
vided documentation set- 
ting the record straight. 
Billa Flint named Bancroft 
for his mother-in-law, Eliza- 
beth Ann Bancroft Clement, 
whose New England family 
included the famous Ameri- 
can historian, George Ban- 
croft. 

From the first, Bancroft 
owed its existence to the 
government Colonization 


Road programme of the 


1850s making York River 
the intersection of its 
Hastings Road (begun 1855 
to connect Madoc with its 
Opeongo Road) and the east 
to west Monck Road (built 
between 1866 and 1873) 
connecting Ottawa with the 
Georgian Bay. Natural ad- 
vantages arose from its 
location beside the York 
Branch, that water highway 
so useful to Indians such as 
the Baptistes and Lavallees 
as well as explorers, survey- 
ors and lumbermen. Early 
pioneers like the Barkers, 
Vances, Siddons 
and Sweets used it for 
transportation although the 
flood of Irish immigrants 
along the Hastings Road 
such as Darby and Patrick 
Kavanaugh, the Doyles. 


Vests 


Ca . McCabes, Kellys, 
Neills and Gaffneys to name 
but a few, came in by that 
thoroughfare. By 1858 Hast- 
ings Road settlers totalled 
144 — English 24, Irish 41, 
Canadian $0, Scotch 18 and 
German $1. 

Since Bancroft's begin- 
ning there has been a 
stéady influx of descendants 
of surrounding township 
sisaent® to the village 
which was incorporated as a 
municipality separate from 
Faraday Township on De- 
cember 10, 1904, although it 
had been a Police Village 
since 1902. First reeve to 
serve after incorporation 
was David H. Kelly with 
councillors Thomas French, 
1A. Eby, Thomas Walker 
and George Weiss. First 
Police Magistrate to hold 
court locally was James 
Cleak. dispensing justice 
from chambers in the town 
hall. When that building 
burned in the early 1920s, it 
was replaced by a structure 
whose architecture and au- 
ditorium made it the envy of 
the district. It also housed 
the library for many years 
and when Bancroft's Public 
School burned in 1931, it 
was used for classes until a 
new school could be built. 

Courts 

Cases tried in that early 

courtroom range from the 


ridiculous to the tragic —" 


the suicide of an “‘actress’’ 
who survived the Klondike 
Gold Rush; horse trades 
gone awry; broken windows 
in the Agricultural Society's 
building so important to 
Bancréft's fall fairs, even a 
charge of dangerous driving 
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“gsi and Suede Hats 
Cowboy Boots by Boulet 
v Jeans and Jean Jackets 


with a horse and cutter. One 
of the most exciting entails 
a brawl between shanty 
boys on their way to the log 
drive. While breaking it up 
the village constable or- 
dered a fleeing participant 
to halt. He didn’t and the 
officer discharged his revol- 
ver slightly wounding the 
escapee. Charged with im- 
proper use of his gun, the 
constable was exonerated 
by a Belleville Court but the 
Belleville newspapers made 
much of the incident calling 
it Bancroft's ““Wild West 
Show™’. Waiting until the 
constable retired, Bancroft 
village fathers had their 
inning when they chose a 
replacement — D.J. Ruttan, 
the 49th Militia Regiment's 
very best marksman. Every- 
one knew that when Ruttan 
drew a gun he didn’t miss. 
By the turn of the century 
Bancroft was a major 
milling-and shopping centre 
where farmers from sur- 
rounding townships, made 
prosperous by a string of 
successful cheese factories, 
patronized well stocked 
shops, stores and business 
establishments, as well as a 
private bank owned by W.]. 
Sargent who also had a 
store and operated the roller 
flour mill in partnership 
with Robert C. Fair. As 


_early as 1899 the village's 


first newspaper, the “‘Ban- 
croft Times"’ (established in 
1894 and still’in business) 
, , 
wrote of-plans Fair and 
Sargent were making to 
install an electric light plant 
and in due course Milt 
Stienberg and J.D. Payne 
wired the village for lights

“was gone 


which were a nine-days 
wonder. Eventually their 
improved system was sold 
to the village and became 
the Bancroft Light and 
Power Company whose 
plant was run for 46 years 
by George Barker. It is now 
part of Ontario's hydro grid. 

In 1899 J.D. Payne also 
installed a telephone system 
between the homes of Fair 
and Sargent and their 
businesses. The People’s 
Telephone Company was 
the next step as village 
subscribers were signed up. 
One of the first switch- 
boards was placed in a small 
building on Hastings Street 
where Payne's daughter, 
Evelyn, became an opera- 
tor. 

Although W.J. Sargent 
sold Bancroft interests and 
moved to Cuba and a sugar 
plantation before 1910, he 
figured in what may well be 
Bancroft's-best human in- 
terest story proving truth 
stranger than fiction. The 
theatre play of the baby left 
on the mill-owner's door- 
step carhe true as Sargent 
checked on the strange 
noise outside his home in 
the darkness of a june 1900 
evening. The only facts 
about the matter which 
became public were that an 
unknown woman brought a 
baby to Bancroft from the 
1.B. & O. railway depot and 
the following 
morning before she could be 
questioned. Since Mr. and 
Mrs\—Sargent were child- 
less, they adopted their 


mysterious gift, a baby boy 
who became both a joy and 


blessing.

Bancroft history - co 


By this time gold fever 
was gripping North Hast- 
ings. However, its seckers 
were never rewarded like 
those of Madoc where the 
Richardson Mine became 
Ontario's first gold-pro- 
ducing operation. Iron pros- 
pectors fared better with 
mines opened at Coe Hill 
and Child's and Bessemer 
mines in operation for over 
a decade. A copper mine in 
Dungannon Township met 
with little success although 
nearby. Carlow and Raglan 
Townships supplied world 
markets with corundum 
until synthetics replaced it 
as an industrial abrasive 
following World War I. 

Bancroft marbles in a 
wide variety of beautiful 
colours and shadings en- 


* hance public and private 


buildings in Canada and 
abroad including the Royal 
Ontario Museum, Casa Lo- 
ma, the Parliament Build- 
ings, as well as Canada 
House in London. Bancroft 
is the world's major source 
of blue sodalite, popular 
with builders and jewellery 
craftsmen. 

It is especially favoured 
by rock hounds who have 
made Bancroft and its 
*‘Gemboree"’ world famous 
since over 1,600 different 
mineral specimens have 
been collected within a 
50-mile radius of the vil- 
lage. As early as 1895, 
Bridge Street jeweller E.L. 
Weiss, assembled his 
lection of precious 
semi-precious stones 
minerals which was the 
envy of universities and 
museums. Unfortunately a 
May 1906 fire, one of many 
ravaging Bancroft's main 
streets, destroyed it for- 
ever.

In townships surrounding 
Bancroft there were gra- 
phite mines, mica mines 
and feldspar mines and over 
the years prospectors con- 
stantly sought new sources 
of mineral wealth which the 
atomic age finally materia- 
lized. Four uranium mines: 
Bicroft, Greyhawk, 
and Faraday operated be- 
tween 1953 and 1964. 
Faraday, the last to close, 
has since reopened as 
Madawaska Mines which 
produces uranium for world 
markets. 

From the Bronson and 
Weston depot farm, main- 
tained in Dungannon Town- 
ship since its purchase from 
John Egan about 1860, 
came the fine log buildings 
now housing Bancroft's 
Pioneer Museum. Other 
pine loggers were the 
Gilmour Company and 
Rathbuns from whom On- 
tario Hydro purchased li- 
mits in Bruton and the 
Bancroft mill which, like the 
sawmills of Cleak, Flint, 
Davy and Kelusky cut 
timber moved by water. 
When the rails of the 
Central Ontario Railroad 
reached Bancroft in 1900, 
they brought the first wave 
of tourists, hunters and 
fishermen to enjoy such 
scenic attractions as the 
towering Eagle's Nest and 
the rushing waters of High 
Falls at Baptiste Lake where 
Canadian artist Dave Milne 
spent his Happiest years. 

Today Bancroft can boast 
of its own radio station, an 
airport, modern hospital, 
churches including most 
denominations, plus educa 
tional and recreational faci- 
lities which make it a good 
place to live. During its 1979 
Centennial, Bancroft played 


Dyno . 
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host to . Ontario's Lieu- 
tenant-Governor, Her Ho- 
nour Pauline McGibbon 
who, in an Interdenomina- 
tional Service dedicated a 36 
foot high cross on the 
Eagle's Nest. During 
Homecoming Week Ban- 
croftonians fondly recalled a 
past which included annual 
spring floods, Dominion 
Day celebrations, fall fairs 
and Saturday night dances 
— all rendered memorable 
by people like the musical 
Card family, Bruce Coones, 
Louis Brissette or James 
McCaw, whose practical 
jokes are still repeated 
when Old Timers swap 
stories. 

McCaw and his friend, 
Jack Kelly, once persuaded 
a new rural ‘‘school marm”’ 
they were representing a 
circus which would shortly 
pass her school. The School 
they said should be dis- 
missed so the families of 
pupils could be brought to 
see the monkeys and 
elephants. Imagine how the 
poor girl felt when she had 
to answer to trate trustees 
for the half holiday on 
behalf of the circus which 
never came! 

This is just a sample of 
Earl Hawley's Bancroft 
yarns. Preserving his vil 
lage’s 
full-time occupation for this 
retired garage owner whose 
old issues of the “Bancroft 
Times” photographs 
relating to yesterdays are an 
important part of Bancroft's

An 81-year-old Belleville 
man has announced his 
intentions to revive gold 
mining in the Madoc area. 
Ernie Aythart, President of 
the newly-formed Craig 
Gold Mines Inc... is a 
prospector of some 50 years 
and a former mine operator. 
He is well known in this 
district by several senior 
residents. For several 
years, Mr. Ayrhart was 
Mayor of Campbellford, but 
he has been residing in 
Belleville for the past five 
years. 

Mr. Ayrhart said initial 
ore samples from the mine 
show high concentrations of 
gold in the ore of the main 
vein and it is combined with 
a good quantity of copper 
and silver. 

The mine was in opera- 
tion in the thirties, but, Mr. 
Ayrhart explained, the val- 
ue of gold then was not 
sufficient to cover the cost 
of extracting it. It is to be 
reopened by Ayrhart and

How far north does the 
bob-o-link nest? Or for a 
rare species like the eastern 
bluebird, how many nesting 
areas do we know about? In 
Ontario, most of these kinds 
of questions remained un- 
answered, for the massive 
amounts of data needed to 
assess bird distributions 
accurately have been miss- 
ing. But a new project, just 
launched by the Federation 
of Ontario Naturalists and 
the Long Point Bird Obser- 
vatory, should provide the

The project is the Ontario 


_ Bird Breeding Atlas, and it 


is undoubtedly the largest- 
scale natural history project 
ever undertaken in this 


_ province. The idea is simple 


— organize volunteers to 
record their observations of 
nesting birds so that a 
bird-watching hobby can 
provide valuable scientific 
data at the same time. 
When thousands of indivi- 
dual records are compiled, a 
pattern showing the distri- 
bution of each species of 
bird begins to emerge. 
Such atlases have been 
done in small countries such 
as Great Britain, but the 
large size of Ontario pre- 
sents more of a challenge. 
The province is divided into 
a series of squares, based 
on a military grid, for which

data-gathering may be the 

only way to detect a subtle 

decline or recovery in 

numbers. Or we may find 

that some land use practices’. 
result in substantially lower 
diversity of birds. In the 
long run, the atlas informa- 

tion will be valuable in 
selecting key areas for parks 
or sanctuaries, either to 
protect threatened species 
or to preserve habitats with 
an exceptional diversity of 
bird life.

These se- 
quences are overlapping, 
that is, she is already 
experimenting with compo- 
nents of more advanced 
motor skills while she 
masters a certain skill.

factors. Excess nitrogen or a 
potash deficiency matures 
plants faster and lowers 
sugar levels. Narrow rows 
and high populations cause 
stress through an exclusion 
of light from overlapping 
leaves. Fall plowdown of 
crop residue and crop 
rotation reduces the amount 
of the rot-producing organ- 
ism. Full-season, late-ma- 
turing hybrids retain sugar 
content longest and there- 
fore best resist the advance 
of stalk rot. 

Corn borer populations 
were generally greater a- 
cross the province in 1980. 
One reason was the favor- 
able, warm, moist condi- 
tions during the egg hatch- 
larval period. Some cultural 
measures can reduce borer 
stalk breakage. Select hy- 
brids for-your heat zone 
with the best standability as 
shown by the percentage of 
broken stalks in the 1981 
Ontario Hybrid Corn Perfor- 
mance Trials Report.

png Chemical control 
of the European corn borer 
is possible but the probable 
need for more than one 
spray, because of a prolong- 
ed borer emergence period, 
places in question whether 
it would pay in grain corn 
most years. In years when 
the borer population is very 
high, losses may be great 
enough to warant Sprays. 
The 1981 OMAF Publication 
296, Field Crop Recommen- 
dations, outlines the loca- 
tion and number of borer 
generations, the damaging 
threshold, spray timing and 
the recommended insecti- 
cides.

Ontario's parks system is 
in trouble. At a four-day, 
conference held earlier this 
month at the University of 
Waterloo, speaker after 
speaker pointed.out exam: 
ples of park policies being 
ignored, of new parks 
thwarted by the demands of 
industry, and of budgets so 
small that existing parks are 
losing their attractiveness. 

It is obvious that parks 
have’ not been a_ high 
priority for the Ministry of 
Natural Resources. Since 
1971, MNR budgets as a 
whole have tripled, mostly 
in the forestry and mines 
areas. Parks budgets have 
barely © increased at all, 
meaning in effect that 
inflation has caused a real 
decline of 8 or 9 per cent a 
year. Despite a new parks 
policy in 1978, Ontario has 
created no new wilderness 
parks in the past decade, 
and the expansion of other 
parks, to protect natural 
features or provide recrea- 
tional oppdéttunities, has

been very slow. 

In the minds of many 
conference delegates, the 
blame for these problems 
lies with senior officials of 
MNR. who make the key 
decisions on budgets and 
allocation of Crown land. 
One of the solutions sug- 
gested was the creation of 
an Ontario Parks Truét, 
which would take over the 
responsibility for parks from 
the ministry, and admini 
ster this role independently, 
similar to the existing 
Niagara Parks Commission. 
The trust would be charged 
with the completion of the 
parks system, which would 
include eight new wilder 
ness parks as well as new 
wild river, mature reserve, 
and recreation parks scat 
tered across the province. 

The idea of a Parks Trust 
is not endorsed by MNR 
officials, who would be 
reluctant to lose a popular 
part of their program. Buyt 
setting up an independent 
body for parks, and elimina: 


~. solve many problems 


ting much of the overlapp 
ing bureaucracy. could 
make the parks program 
much more efficient. A 
resolution tabled at the 
conference suggested that 
the Parks Trust could be 
financially self-sufficient 
within ten yedrs, assuming 
that the major expansions in 
land area were completed 
by then. The Parks Trust 
could also be more effective 
at fending off the demands 
of the extractive industries 
since the all-important deci 
sions on land allocation 
would be brought into the 
open instead of being made 
behind the closed doors of 
the civil service. — 

1981 has seen the lowest 
point in the fortunes of 
Ontario's park system for 
the past 20 years. A change 
is needed, and the creation 
of the Ontario Parks Trust 
may be just the impetus to 
once again place our parks 
among the finest in the 
world. 


Farm prosperity said 


“Prosperity for farmers 
means prosperity for our 
economy as well,’ guest 
speaker Ron McNeill, par 
liamentary assistant to Hon. 
Lorne Henderson, Ontario 
Min _ er of Agriculture, told 
delegates at the Women's 
Institute Officers’ Confer. 
ence in Waterloo in May. 

Some of the facts and 
figures quoted in Mn 
McNeill’s address were 
given by President Ellenore 
Barker at the May monthly 
business meeting of Mar- 
mora Women's Institute. 

**Canada is one of the few 
food exporting nations in 
the world,’ he said, ‘‘On- 
tario is Canada's prime 
agricultural area and pro- 
vides more livestock, food 
and milk; also two-thirds of 
all vegetables and 40 per 
cent of all fruit is grown by 
Ontario farmers. The total 
of Ontario farm sales in 
1980 was five billion dol- 
lars.”’ 

Mr. McNeill went on to 
describe the many pro- 


grams Ontario has to help’ 


farmers: $27 million spent 
on farm drainage to improve 
agricultural land; $2 million 


for municipal drains 
throughout the province; 
$3\% ‘million ‘to improve 


draimage for acres of farm 
land; 940 other projects to 
help Ontario farmers; the 
promotional _ theme of 
‘Good things grow in 
Ontario" is being used by 
the government to push the 
sale of Ontario food; the 
ministry of agriculture is 
mounting an aggressive 
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key to economic 


push to sell more food 
products to other parts of 
the world; an Ontario trade 
mission Seuth 
America in the spring and 
last fall to East Asia to try to 
develop this export market. 

As his final point in the 
address, Mr. McNeill point: 
ed out that we in Ontario 
continue to buy food at 
prices lower than other 
parts of the world. 

Mrs. Barker also reported 
that at the conference Miss 
Molly McGhee, Director of 
Home Economics Branch of 
the Ministry of Agriculture 
and Food, thanked the WI 
members for the volunteers 
and leaders, especially in 
4-H Clubs. She stated that a 
survey conducted in the 
U.S.A. and Canada showed 
that there are fewer pro- 
blems among young people 
who had been 4-H Club- 
bers. 

Mrs. Barket also gave 
local members excerpts 
from the address of the 21st 
President of the Federated 
Women's Institute of Cana- 
da.

tract. Blind babies smile at 
about the same time and in 
the same way as babies with 
vision, which indicates that 
more than visual stimula- 
tion is involved. Other 
examples of early social 
relations include eye con- 
tact, gurgling and cooing 
and touch. 

At first a baby’s smile will 
be nonselective. It serves 
the purpose of keeping 
adults close by and streng- 
thening the attachment 
between him and his par- 
ents. Gradually the infant 
will begin to have different 
reactions to the people he 
meets. By four months -he 
will smile and relax when 
one of his parents ap- 
proaches. Between seven to 
nine months the infant may 
‘make strange’’, exhibiting 


dramatic, negative reac- 
tions to strangers. This 
‘stranger anxiety’’ varies 


with the individual infant 
and his lifestyle. 

A first-born baby who 
lives on a remote farm, for 


instance, will not be used to © 


too many faces and around 
seven months he is likely to 
cry and cling to you when he 
does meet someone new. 
Strangers with glasses or 
beards will evoke the most 
negative reactions because 
they differ from the faces 
the baby. knows. 

‘‘Making strange’’ can be 
annoying, especially it cat 
lasts for more than a month, 
but remember that the baby 
is showing how attached he 
is to you and that he can 
recognize the people in his 
world. Crying and clinging 
will be reduced when either 
mom or dad is holding the 
baby so that he has a secure 
base. Strangers should ap- 
proach slowly and quietly 
and there should be a limit 
on the number of strangers 
a seven to nine month old is 
introduced to at one time. A 
normal wariness of stran 
gers will be evident up until 
about two years. 

Intrinsic to the issue of 
stranger anxiety is attach- 
ment. At four to eight 
months» the baby has 
learned that he is indepen- 
dent of his parents and he 
shows this when he pulls 
back when he is held and 
manipulates mom and dad's 
ears, hands and other body 
parts. It takes another two 
to five months (9-10 months 
old) for him to learn than 
mom and dad will come 
back when they leave. Up 
until then, infants do not 
grasp the idea that some- 
thing still exists even 
though they can't see it. Out 
of sight, out of mind. 

While a young baby is 
watching, hide a toy under a 
blanket and he will think it 
no longer exists. By 12 


. 
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months he will have mas- 
tered the concept of ‘object 
permanence’ so that he 
knows that the toy is under 
the blanket and will look for 
it. 

A similar process is at 
work in the infant's relation- 
ship with you. When you 
walk out of the room @ 
three-month-old will forget 
that you exist. By nine 


’ months he has learned that 


you will come back and may 
cry to make sure you do. 
That. attachment illustrates 
a higher level of function- 
ing. Long separations 
(weeks of more) should be 
avoided .around seven to 
nine months or when you 
can see that your baby is 
easily upset wher you leave 
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him. This is a sensitive time 
for attachment. 

AttaGhment provides the 
child with a sense of 
security which permits him 
to explore his environment. 
With the security of a strong 
attachment to his parents 
the 8-15-month-old will tend 
to be adventurous. At 15-24 
months he may have a 
favorite toy that he doesn’t 
like to be without, some- 
thing that he can control. 
He might show off around 
guests and will often return 
to a parent to show her toys 
and otherwise share inde- 
pendent acts. 

All of this is part of his 
social growth. It‘is during a 
child's first two years that 
he develops a basic sense of

The 
census relies heavily on 
volunteers to do the count- 
ing, using methods that 
have been carefully tested 
under expert supervision to 
ensure that colonies will not 
be disturbed by inexperi- 
enced censusers. 

Although results will be 
incomplete until the 1981 
field season is over, we 
know that there were 4,625 
pairs of Great Blue Herons 
in the colonies censused. 


Project personnel estimate 
that the breeding popula- 
tion is about 11,800 pairs in 
the 253 active colonies in 
the province. They believe 
however, that this could 
well be an underestimate. 
Although the Great Blue 
Heron is, widely. distributed 
in the province, about 2,900 
pairs are concentrated in 
the 44 large colonies south 
and west of a line from 
Coldwater to Kingston.

Well- 
drained, canned tomatoes 
can be substituted for fresh 
tomatoes in, meat, fish, 
pasta or poultry dishes. 

Combine chopped, 
canned tomatoes with con- 
densed consomme or ched- 
dar cheese soup, or with 
canned, baked beans for 
deliciously different and 
hearty soups. Include 
canned tomatoes when 
cooking quiche, or pot: 
roasted meats. 

Canned tomatoes are 
delicious when served as a 
hot vegetable.
